RAY PLEADED guilty in 
Memphis Monday to the mur- 
' der of Dr. King, but declared 
he did not accept the theory 
there was no conspiracy. He 
did not elaborate. 

Huie said Ray enjoys the 
mystery cloaking his actions. 

He takes great satisfaction 
out of the .fact we still have 
doubts and unanswered ques- 
tions,” Huie said. “He wants 
continuing drama in his life.”
